1 We are aſzured that the French Government attaches great im- 
portance to the reconciliation, becauſe it knows that the intereſt of 
France, and the inclination of the legislative body, is never to permit 
the old Bishops and Curates to be reinſtated. (This all tbe world 
Snow: rince Lewis the XF 1th. was obliged to rign the decree agaiut the 
Clergy; — theſe diſobedient children of his Holineſs, who cleaving too 
much tothe rights of the Gallican Ghurch, did ſo often offend his Holi- 
neſt by obeying the King more than the Pope, which certainly was 

the only cauſe of ſchiſm between the Gallican and the Roman 

Churel: In ſuperſtitions, &c. both agreed very well.) \ 

This reconciliation appears by no means difficult to the Italian 
Divineg, who have great practice and dexterity in removing difficulties 
of this kind.
